General  Water  Supply. 

Thirty-two  villages  have  a  piped  supply,  and  of  these  four  are 
supplied  by  Lincoln  Corporation. 

Nearly  117i  million  gallons  of  water  were  used  during  the  year, 
this  being  very  nearly  50%  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Approval  was  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  your  Council 
to  proceed  with  the  water  softening  plant,  and  this  was  opened  in 
November. 

Housing. 

No  Council  houses  were  erected  ;  a  large  number  will  be  required 
after  the  war  and  these  must  have  as  many  labour  saving  devices  as  possible, 
otherwise  the  farming  community  will  suffer  very  badly  if  the  rural 
worker  is  forced  to  migrate  to  urban  and  city  life.  Private  enterprise 
in  rural  areas  is  never  able  to  provide  houses  for  these  types  of  workers, 
hence  financial  assistance  must  be  given.  A  very  acute  shortage  of  houses 
is  already  prevalent  and  overcrowding  is  taking  place,  due  to  evacuees 
and  war  conditions. 
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Owners  of  property  give  orders  for  repairs  to  be  carried  out,  but 
weeks  elapse  before  these  can  be  done,  labour  and  material  always  being 
difficult  to  obtain. 

Sewage. 

As  previous  reports  show,  there  are  several  villages  where  schemes 
are  held  up  until  after  the  war. 

Scavenging. 

This  work  is  still  being  carried  out  by  contract,  as  in  my  previous 
report,  and  a  few  complaints  were  received. 

Salvage. 

About  75  tons  of  paper  have  been  collected.  The  W.V.S.  have 
undertaken  the  work  with  no  cost  on  the  rates  except  transport. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

Bakehouses.  Constant  inspection  was  found  necessary. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work  and  cases  of  warning 
were  necessary.  Most  of  this  work  is  controlled  through  government  and 
central  channels.  A  large  amount  of  tinned  foods  was,  however, 
condemned. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work,  although  the 
farmer  has  been  severely  handicapped  by  labour  shortage,  and  by  the 
demand  for  increased  food  production  work.  There  is  room  for 
improvement  as  previously  advocated  in  my  former  reports. 

Fire  Brigade  Services.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

This  important  matter  is  being  pushed  forward  at  as  fast  a  pace 
as  possible  in  order  to  ensure  as  much  protection  as  possible  for  our  young 
children.  At  the  end  of  1942  we  had  about  19.3%  of  children  under 
3  and  32,3%  of  these  over  five  and  under  fifteen  immunised  and  so 
protected.  A  concerted  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  these  figures. 

Food  values  are  still  very  much  to  the  fore  and  the  harvests  we  are 
getting  betoken  amazing  work  and  resource  on  the  part  of  our  people. 
In  this  connection  the  question  of  Milk  is  rather  worrying.  Owing  to 
shortage  of  staff  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  improvements  are  postponed, 
but  the  question  of  germs  in  milk  and  poor  keeping  qualities  are  dependent 
on  cleanliness  alone,  which  is  a  prime  rule  of  life,  let  alone  of  milking. 
The  number  of  samples  showing  B.coli  present  is  increasing  markedly, 
and  as  B.coli  comes  from  fseces,  or  possibly  urine,  carelessness  is 
apparent. 

The  increase  in  other  germs,  such  as  T.B.  in  the  milk,  with  its 
consequent  effect  on  children,  particularly  in  relation  to  tuberculosis 
glands,  demands  our  urgent  consideration. 

The  rise  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis,  both  in  pulmonary  and 
non-pulmonary,  is  a  great  worry  and  must  make  us  do  everything  to 
counter  the  menace  as,  for  instance  by  mass  radiography  and  the  best 
feeding  possible  for  all  suspect  cases. 

With  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  who  has  carried 
on  despite  very  many  and  great  difficulties.
